^or the uneducated i The Battle of Trafalgar was fought between the English^and 
a combined French and Spanish (Allies) fleet off Gape Trafalgar, south of Cadiz, 
Snain, on Oct 21, 1805, during the Napoleonic Wars. 

The English fleet, commanded by Adm. Horatio Nelson, consisted of 27 ships of the 
line; the Allied fleet, 33. Nelson's tactics completely befuddled the Allied 
fleet and, although they had room to maneuver and a friendly port on their lee, 
it was completely overwhelmed by the tactical execution and firepower of the 
English fleet. 

Of the original 33 Allied ships, 16 were destroyed and 8 captured. No British 
ships were lost. The English victory secured for Great Britain a naval supremacy 
that lasted for more than a century.

The Neutron Bomb: Opening the door to holocaust? 

(The following article appeared across the New 
York Times News Service. It was written by

To its opponents . the neutron bomb is a frightening, especially ugly weapon that 
must have been developed by a mad gnome at the Pentagon or by Dr. Strangelove. 

"It's in the realm of the unconscionable," said Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield, R-Ore.', 
who led the losing fight in the Senate to bar funds for the bomb. "It raises the 
greatest probability and potential of introducing nuclear weaponry into convent- 
ional warfare. " 

These artillary and short-range Lance missile warheads are designed for deployment 
on a battlefield against an attacking army. Their function is to kill the sold- 
iers (they would probably die slowly and painfully) without destroying buildings 
or other inanimate objects. "It's weird," said Hatfield. 

To its supporters, the so-called enhanced radiation warhead is merely a precise 
and sonhisticated weapon that serves to buoy what they consider the sagging def- 
enses of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), and, in fact, almost all 
the 15 member countries have said they would like the weapon. Because its lethal 
radiation is short-lived, friendly troops could move within hours, instead of 
within months, into a stricken area. 

A crucial issue, then, is whether the deployment of a tactical nuclear weapon 
such as the neutron bomb serves to deter war, or, rather, accelerates the prospects 
of a conflict. And beyond that issue there is a central dilemma: Can a "limited" 
nuclear war in fact take place, or would the use of one tactical nuclear weapon 
trigger a fullscale nuclear holocaust. 

Supporters of the weapon say that a Soviet attack on Germany, for example, is 
deterred by the threat of weapons such as the neutron bomb, that could be fired 
by Allied troops without destroying what NATO seeks to save. The weapons restrict 
blast and fire damage to a small area, a radius of 200 to 300 yards, and so are 
thought to be more effective than the 7,000 tactical nuclear weapons now In place 
in Europe. They might be very effective against one of the more potent Soviet 
threats: an assault of tanks moving across Europe with no warning. 

These supporters, by and large, adhere to the concept of a "limited" nuclear war, 
the idea that the firing of a precise tactical nuclear weapon will not necessarily 
lead to a nuclear holocaust. But beyond that, they claim that the neutron bomb, 
because of its accuracy and lower yield, actually deters Soviet aggression. 

Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga. , v/ho led the Senate fight in support of the weapon, told 
the chamber: "Those v/ho oppose the warhead apparently believe in self-deterrence, 
that we should keep the weapon so destructive we would never use them or if we 
did use them, it would only be under the most desparate of conditions. By deter- 
ring ourselves from using tactical nuclear weapons, except weapons which would 
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destroy the territory we are pledged in NATO to protect, the advantages which 
the Soviets now maintain in conventional arms are greatly magnified. 

"I remind my colleagues that the purpose of deterrence in Europe is to deter 
Soviet aggression, not to deter ourselves from responding to that aggression," 
Nunn said. 

Opponents of the weapon refute this point specifically. They maintain that pre- 
cisely because the weapon is so "attractive" and "clean", it invites use, and 
makes a "small" nuclear response that much more plausible. And a small nuclear 
response, most of them believe, would precariously blur the distinction between 
a conventional and a nuclear war. 

The Pentagon disagrees. 

As for President Carter, he seems ambivalent, urging development of the neutron 
bomb, but indicating that its use could lead to all-out war. 

"Tactical nuclear weapons, including those for battlefield use, have strongly 
contributed to deterrence of conflict in Europe," Garter said. "We must retain 
the option they provide." 

The warhead, he added, may be needed for "discreet applications of force" against 
the treaty organization's enemies, and neutron weapons might be used against their 
"forward echelons". 

But at the same time, he called the use of nuclear weapons a "horrifying prospect" 
that might quickly get out of control. 

Whatever the President's final decision about deployment, the larger debate is 
not likely to go away. What seems to have emerged out of the confusion and rhet- 
oric surrounding the neutron bomb-- some is a tense debate about nuclear war it- 
self and the use reports have referred to the neutron weapon as a "killer warhead, 
as if there were some other kind, of nuclear weapons, a subject often character- 
ized as too horrific for rational discussion. 

Discussing the uncertainty and confusions over nuclear strategy, Hep. Les Aspin, 
D-Wis. , a liberal who worked at the Pentagon during the Vietnam war, observed: 
"Basically the neutron bomb is not really a good issue, and it points up the prob- 
lems that liberals have in arms control. The real issue is whether you want to 
have tactical nuclear weapons or not. And once you have them, how do you draw the 
line between the neutron bomb, which is supposedly clean and small, and a bomb 
which is dirty and not so small. 

"It's all pretty grisly 5 " he added.
